INDUSTRIAL ARTS INSTRUCTOR David pitkoff shows novice Virginia Wiggins 
how to cut Soapstone. It is shipped from abroad in 200-pound blocks. 
YOU CAN BE 
A SCULPTOR 
rpHOUGH you may never have taken an art lesson and drawing even a 
J- straight line presents problems, you have the makings of a sculptor. All 
you need is a bit of advice from a chap named David Pitkoff, some of the 
amazingly soft stone he imports from quarries in Egypt, India and China, 
and such simple tools as a nail file, a knife, a piece of carbon paper, a hand 
saw and some steel wool. 
Pitkoff holds an art teacher’s license, but prefers to turn out his Soap­ 
stone lamps, book ends, statuettes and other objects of art in a walk-up loft 
on New lo c k s lower cast side. Stone he uses is heavy, but can be whittled. 
Seated beside a huge chunk of soapstone, Virginia admires her new book end. The stone, which is translucent, comes in cut block sizes in crude state by pound. 


AFTER MAKING A TRACING of George Washington, Virginia then uses carbon 
A COPING SAW is employed to cut around the outline. Stone comes in HOLDING THE SLAB in one hand, Virginia scrapes away with a small penknife A 
paper to transter image to stone. I reviously, she sanded the slab smooth, 
a variety of shades—jade green, white, gray and midnight black, nail tile, pencil or other painted object will easily cut into the soap-like mineral. 


AFTER DETAIL has been carefully worked in, tine steel wool is rubbed softly 
LIGHT OIL has been poured on the stone to bring
